The fence was covered with bills and checks 
at the ball park in Sierra Madre Saturday morning 
after a plea from Ralph Griffin, president of Little 
League. 

One check, for $1000, came from Marco Carreau 
of USA for Health Care for whom Griffin works. 
The money which equalled $3224, including the 
$1000, came from people within the community. 

And all of that activity was to go toward bone 
marrow testing of area residents to find a successful 
donor for Lessed Garcia, 8, of Sierra Madre, who 
recently came out of remission of leukemia. 

On Saturday morning every Little Leaguer 
pinned a $1 bill with a clothespin to the fence. 
Soon, after Griffin’s plaea, the entire audience 
stuffed bills, checks, change, anything they had 
onto the fence until it became a wall of money. 

“There was not a dry eye in the crowd,” Griffin 
told The News. In 45 minutes they had $3224. 

Lessed’s brother, Edgar, plays on the Little 
League Dodgers team and had shared his family’s 
tragedy. That was enough for the Little League 
board who immediately brainstormed last week 
about what they could do to assist. 


on the bone marrow transplant list. Each test, 
which includes removing about two teaspoonsful 
of blood, costs $55. All money raised will he 
matched by the Bone Marrow Institute of Los 
Angeles, Griffin explained. 

He added that Hispanics and blacks who agree 
to be tested will not pay since “there is a high 
incidence of leukemia and few donors among 
these two groups.” 

Sierra Madre residents will have the 
availability of a mobile lab on Sunday, June 
30, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. in Memorial Park. 
Griffin urges all area residents to sign up for 
the bone marrow registry at this time. 

Griffin explained that it takes about 24 hours 
to test the blood. “We are begging for donations.”

Junior High School and Lessed attended Siena 
Madre Elementary School until she became ill 
again. 

The Garcias lived for 15 years in Pasadena 
before coming to Sierra Madre five years ago.

Search and Rescue aids hiker; accident victims

An exhausted hiker spent Thursday night sleep¬ 
ing on a picnic table at Newcombe Pass in the San 
Gabriel Mountains. Eugene Whang, 23, of Arcadia, 
decided Thursday morning to re-experience a new- 
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found hobby—hiking in the San Gabriel Mountains. 

Eugene left Chantry Flat after lunch with one 
thought in mind—to hike to the top of Mount Wil¬ 
son. He was later sighted near the Mount Wilson 
Observatory by visiting Swiss and German astron¬ 
omers from Cal Berkeley at about 5:30 p.m. 

Meanwhile, when Eugene’s parents returned 
home from work Thursday evening and discovered 
that he was not home, they became concerned. 
They noticed that his hiking boots were also miss¬ 
ing. Since they knew that Eugene’s only hiking ex¬ 
perience was at Chantry Flat, his parents drove to 
the parking lot and located his car. 

At 8 p.m.. Sierra Madre Police Department was 
called and a page went out, also calling for assis¬ 
tance from the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team. 
San Dimas SAR would later respond to the call 
for assistance. 

Team members D. Sale, A- Gaffrey, P. Lester, 
L. Kroll, B. Hartley, R. Harkness, W. Nakagawa, 
T. Burhenn, S. Carreon, J. Newcomb and R. Hamm 
with two tracking dogs started the search up the- 
Mount Wilson Trail. When the astronomers 
were contacted at about 2 a.m. at the top of 
Mt. Wilson, they confirmed spotting a man answer¬ 
ing Eugene’s description earlier in the evening. Based 
on this information, the team concentrated on 
tracking footprints on trails leading from the obser¬ 
vatory. 

It was not until 6:30 a.m. Friday that the team 
members located Eugene, tired and cold, hiking 
below Sturtevant camp.

He had taken a wrong turn in the dark and- 
headed for Newcombe Pass where he spent some 
hours resting on a picnic tdable.

Eugene’s experience once again highlights the 
need to be familiar with the hiking area, to be pro¬ 
perly equipped and clothed for any unforeseen emer¬ 
gency in the mountains. 


The Sunday morning calm of SAR members was 
disturbed by a call for help at 5 a.m. A car went 
out of control and rolled over a cliff, landing 150 feet 
below in a ravine in the Bradbury area. Two male 
occupants were thrown from the vehicle and subse¬ 
quently taken to a local hospital by police officers. 

A third occupant, a male in his 40s, was trapped 
beneath the badly crushed vehicle. 

When team members arrived at the scene, they 
found the man conscious but wounded with a sus¬ 
pected fractured collar bone and chest injuries. 

The man told of spending the previous four 
hours in the park under the car and praying that he 
would be found and saved. Team members spent 45 
minutes slowly extricating the wounded man from 
beneath the vehicle. After a short carryout of the 
ravine the man was taken by ambulance to join his 
two injured friends at the hospital.

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State goals 
outlined 
for AB939

If you are wondering about the 
solid waste disposal problem in Sierra 
Madre, here is an update. A public 
hearing took place at City Council Apr. 
9, 1991. A preliminary draft-1'/z inches 
thick- was developed by Consultants 
for a coalition of 12 cities-Sierra 
Madre was one. A plan to meet State 
goals of AB 939 which requires a 25 
percent reduction of trash going to the 
landfill by 1995 and 50 percent fine 
could be levied. I feel sure the plan 
will be submitted on time and our goals 
can be met if we all cooperate. 

Recycling must increase. (Quantities 
recycled by the SMEAC Center will bt 
incorporated into the tonnage that 
Sierra Madre reports and you will still 
be helping local Civic and Youth groups 
meet their budgets.) Plans to extend 
curbside recycling to apartments, 
condos, and businesses will be phased 
in. Cardboard must be recycled and 
provisions will be made for homeowners 
as well as businesses. 

Since such a high percentage of 
Sierra Madre trash is “green waste”—up 
to 40 percent-our best hope is through 
composting, shredding for landfill 
cover shedding by the city for park and 
home use as mulch and diverting it to 
commercial businesses. In this way we 
should be able to meet the 50 percent 
reduction by the year 2000. 

As you know, this is not just a 
problem for Sierra Madre—or the State— 
but is world wide and a change of 
life style is necessary to really keep 
from burying ourselves in our own 
garbage. Working together, we can do 
it!

I do believe there 
are significant opportunities that surface. 
To make the most of what they offer, some 
type of personal action is usually required. 

Volunteer effort is at the heart of what 
makes Sierra Madrc such a desirable home¬ 
town. Think about it for a minute. The Fourth 
of July parade and related activities are 
organized by volunteers. The successful and 
much heralded Friends of the Library Art 
Sale and Wine Tasting party are organized by 
volunteers. Sierra Madre’s annual float the 
Rose Bowl Parade is funded, designed and 
built with \olunteer dollars and sweat. Without

volunteer planning, organizing and promoting 
the Wistaria Vine would be just another 
entry in the Guinness Book of Records. 

Thousands of volunteer hours and dollars 
make the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue 
Team and Volunteer Fire Department two of 
the most highly respected organizations in 
Southern California. The Mt. Wilson Trail 
Race, Huck Finn Days, Mayor’s Prayer 
Breakfast, and community beautification prog¬ 
ram are carried on with volunteers. Regardless 
of where 1 stop, highly respected and important 
volunteer based activity or events remain to be 
recognized. 

So, what’s the point? For one, most of the 
clubs, organizations, events and activities are 
both specific in nature and beneficial to the 
community in general. For many, the focus of 
effort is relatively short term but conducted 
annually. This last, but not final, point I 
cannot prove. A substantial portion of the 
financial support, and many of the goods or 
services that make these events and activity’s 
successful are voluntarily supplied by the 
business community in one way or another. 
Cash out of the till, merchandise off the 
shelves, window display space and personal 
owner participation are donated willingly to 
make community events successful. 

Now what’s the point? If the business 
community is such an integral, important 
part of the Sierra Madre voluntary effort, will 
they help themselves? Will they invest as much 
as time and money on behalf of their own 
survival as they do to keep club and organiza¬ 
tion events alive adn well? Adopting a business 
improvement district is not downtown business 
and property owners’ last chance for survival. 
The opportunity to take a personal role in 
revitalizing and improving downtown will 
certainly come around again, sometime. The 
next 30 days offer a significant opportunity. 
Let’s hope the business community is as 
anxious to help themselves as they always seem 
to be to help others.

“What! Vou haven’t read Kafka’s 
‘Metamorphosis,’’’ exclaimed the high 
schoolers, appalled at my ignorance. “No,” 
I frankly admitted. “I have not.’’ But, now 
I have; their page-by-page analysis inspired me 
to pick up this classic and read it. It is as 
memorable as a nightmare, 1 will never be 
able to claim illiteracy on its account again. 

Perhaps, high school is the easiest time to 
read Franz Kafka and talk about things 
“Kafkaesque.” At that stage of “metamor¬ 
phosis,” the story is simply weird, or as one 
student put it in post-modern vernacular, 
“psychedelic.” At my stage it is excruciating, 
a symbolic autobiography of intense emotional 
pain. 

In today’s focus on the dysfunctional family, 
the Samsa family of “Metamorphosis” could 
be a typical case study. No, there is nothing 
in psychology texts that tell of the dangers 
of an underloved child turning into a beetle, 
thus increasing his rejection factor and then 
dying of anorexia and a broken heart. Such 
stories are left to literature. 

Since reading it 1 have been pondering 
what has made Kafka great, and famous 
enough to have his own adjective (Kafkaesque). 
Is it because his stories are so bizarre; or 
writing in the generation of the birth of 
Freudian psychology, was he riding the wave 
of insight into guilt, shame, neurosis, etc., 
that have been dealt with in literature from 
its beginning? His writing must have been 
a catharsis for him, but for me, as reader, 
it plunges me into darkness: “And what 




now?” said Gregor to himself, looking around 
in the darkness. Soon he made the discovery 
that he was now unable to stir a limb. This 
did not surprise him, rather it seemed unnatural 
that he should ever actually have been able 
to move on these feeble little legs. Otherwise 
he felt relatively comfortable. True, his whole 
body was aching, but it seemed that the pain 
was gradually growing less and would finally 
pass away. The rotting apple in his back and 
the inflamed area around it, all covered with 
soft dust, already hardly troubled him. He 
thought of his family with tenderness and love. 
The decision that he must disappear was one 
that he held to even more strongly than his 
sister, if that were possible. In this state of 
vacant and peaceful meditation he remained 
until the tower clock struck three in the 
morning. The first broadening of light in 
the world outside the window entered his 
consciousness once more...” (from Metamor¬ 
phosis). 

“And if the light in thee be darkness, how 
great is that darkness?” (Matthew 6:23) But 
Franz Kafka’s fatal and tortured vision has 
outlived his mortal body, and why? It outlived • 
his three sisters who perished in German concentra¬ 
tion camps in World War 2. It filters itself into 
high school classrooms where the most astute 
student says: ‘“Metamorphosis’ is about how 
people don’t like change,” and it now has 
touched me as I consider that there is a poetic 
justice/redemption in the staying power of 
Kafka’s stories that are able to say in grotesque 
parables what is unspeakable in common 
language.

Western Waste asks for raise; Council to investigate 


Western Waste Industries got “a raking” from 
some of the councilmembers at the Sierra Madre 
City Council meeting Tuesday evening. Western 
Waste, the city’s trash hauler, had requested a 
9.5 percent increase which would be an increase of 
88 cents. In addition, it asked for the $1.50 
recycling fee to be extended to all dwelling units 
including multifamily apartments and condominiums.' 

The company also requested that a two-member 
subcommittee be appointed from the council; both 
Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams and City Councilwoman 
Mary Ann MacGillivray will fill those roles. 

Even more than that, however. Western Waste 
requested that the contract be extended another 
two years to bring it back “to its original five- 
year life.” 

To those requests. Mayor Pro Tern Adams 
said, “I am amazed at this letter...Western Waste 
has been serving Sierra Madre for a considerable 
length of time but I do not buy that argument...We 
will continually be captive of Western Waste if 
we do not allow their contract to run down to the 


point where we can bid it out...If the Consumer 
Price Index has risen 4.8 percent since April 
’90-91, it has not risen 4.8 percent and in addition 
a 4.7 percent increase. Four-point-seven is part of 
the C.P.I...We entered into an agreement that 
one-half the $1.50 recycling fee would be paid 
back. As of this date we have not received the 
money(from Sierra Madreans) that was to have 
come back, and the year ended April, 1991. The 
city has not collected interest. That money was 
collected by Western Waste. 1 would offer my 
services as one of two members of the City Council 
to serve on the two-member subcommittee...This 
is not a direct reflection of service. It is simply good 
practice. We should bid and see where we are in 
the marketplace.” 

A public hearing is scheduled at 6:30 p.m. on 
Tuesday, June 25, after the public hearing concern¬ 
ing the four landscaping, lighting and maintenance 
assessment districts: Santa Anita Arno; Fane Street 
Windwood Lane; Central Business District; and' 
Jameson Court. 


City Administrator Jim McRea reported that 
the city of Arcadia is ready to discuss Orange 
Grove Avenue possible street reconstruction 
recommendations and Thursday, June 20, at 7 
p.m. is the tentative meeting set by the local 
council. Of course, McRea will contact Arca¬ 
dia principals to make sure that date is good 
for them, also. 

Adams also brought up community concerns 
expressed to him about the “employment office by 
the cannon in the park. 1 am not opposed to people 
having the right to work. There is a fear of sending 
children to the park to play with summer coming on. 
Can we handle the situation and still allow (those 
who gather in Memorial Park) to seek employment 
and local people to seek employees from those?” 

Both MacGillivray and Councilman Clem Bar- 
tolai nodded their assent to the problem. 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan presented a Reso¬ 
lution to Heather Allen as a Girl Scouts’ 1991 Gold 
Award recipient. He also outlined the trip that some

“The Supporting 
Cast” by George Fiirth, 
now playing at the Sierra 
Madre Playhouse, is 
a very funny comedy 
based on two premises. 
One is that New Yorkers 
think California is a really 
weird place, and the 
other is the undeniable 
difficulty that people 
have in seeing themselves 
as others see them. 
Together they give a solid 
base for a highly enter¬ 
taining show. 

The setting is a beach 
house in Malibu, a place 
with mythic potentiality 
for both beauty and 
disaster, where anything 
can happen and, in this 
case, does. 

The situation: Ellen 
(Danon Dastugue), wife 
to a Pulitzer-prize-winning 
writer, has written a book 
of her own. As many 
novelists do, she has 
based her characters on 
characteristics of some 
of her friends, composites 
but fairly recognizable. 


Her publishers, leery of 
law suits, have asked 
her to get her friends 
to sign waivers giving 
her permission to paint 
their literary portraits. 

She has invited them 
to lunch, planning to 
explain her purposes 
and give them the book 
to read. Mae (Bette 
Archer), an older former 
neighbor, has a son who 
is a famous conductor. 
Sally (Jennifer Buttell) 
is currently separated 
from her senator husband. 
Arnold (John Lizzi) has 
a wife who is a successful 
playwright, and Florrie 
(Teri Prince) is married 
to a movie star. Ellen’s 
innocent idea is to 
demonstrate that these 
people who stand in the 
shadow of the famous, 
are the highly necessary 
but unappreciated. 
“supporting cast.” 

Her friends have con¬ 
siderable difficulty 
accepting her acute 
observations as to their 


reasons for anonymity. 

The Playhouse produc¬ 
tion is next door to per¬ 
fect. The set is par¬ 
ticularly important to the 
comedy and is very well 
done. The cast is first 
rate. Dastugue looks like 
a housewife who has 
written a book and her 
frustration with her 
friends is deftly played. 
Archer is perfect for 
her role and Buttell 
makes a believable, 
even recognizable, 
character out of what 
could have been a car¬ 
toon. Lizzi is skillful as 
he protests his friend’s 
observations while in the 
process of demonstrating 
their accuracy and Prince 
plays indignation with 


enthusiasm. Director 
Kathy Fitzpatrick 
gives a demonstration on 
how to keep a talky play 
visually interesting. 

The Playhouse can 
add another to the 
growing list of comp¬ 
letely pleasurable produc¬ 
tions.

The atmospheric 
musical “Grand Hotel” 
has a perfect setting in 
the equally atmospheric 
Pantages Theater in 
Hollywood, built about 


the same time as the 
1928 setting of the play. 
It is hard to realize where 
the elaborate proscenium 
stops and the elegant art 
deco set begins. And the 
solid sense of style that 
permeates the production 
makes a jewel-like setting 
for a series of quick 
sketches of plot. It is 
a stunning theater piece, 
an example of consistent 
artistic vision that 
leaves you dazzled. 

The set is actually 
quite simple; tall columns 
provide a frame for an 
imaginative use of chairs, 
doors and poles which 
suggest various rooms in 
the luxurious hotel and 
weave scenes together 
like a kaleidescope. 
Adroit direction blends 
dance and acting into 
a seamless whole and 
explains the Tony 
awards Tommy Tune 
received as both director 
and choreographer. 

One plot involves an 
aging ballerina and a 


penniless young baron, 
another follows a movie- 
mad typist into a liaison 
with a corrupt business 
man, a dying Jewish 
tailor comes to the hotel 
for a last grasp at the 
high life, there are 
glimpses of the hotel 
employees’ problems, 
and through it all 
symbolic dancers sweep 
deliriously. 

This is not the perfect 
musical if that means 
memorable music and 
significant ideas, but 
it carries out the 
intentions of its director, 
a glimpse of the mad, 
confused gaiety and 
dispair that was Berlin 
in the late 1920s while 
the storm gathered, and 
it does it with all the 
resource and distinction 
possible to theater in the 
’90s--a thoroughly 
delicious evening.

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Area people ask supervisors to 
retain parks budget

You can rebuild a 
building but not restore a 
natural area to its 
previous condition. We 
believe it is very short- 
■sighted of the county to 
cut off funds for such rare 
areas as these. We have 

a difficult enough time 
just maintaining what we 
have now. In fact, we 
should be expanding. The 
$1.8 million is split bet¬ 
ween recreation parks, 
equestrian trails and 
natural areas. It could 
have a devastating effect 
on us.” 

At the present there are 
only two salaried people 
on staff at Eaton Canyon 
--the salaried supervisor 
and maintenance person. 
If all volunteers, working 
their 36,000 hours, would 
receive $5 per hour, the 
value of time would equal 
about $180,000. Through 
fund-raisers and special 
events and giftshop opera¬ 
tions, they augment the 
budget by over $40,000, 
said Teilmann. 

Virtually every public 
and private school district 
or system in Southern 


California annually visits 
one of the natural areas. 
Over 60 percent of the 
school field trips to 
Nature Centers originate 
in the central portions of 
the Los Angeles Unified 
School District. 

One of the students 
wrote to the staff, 
“Thank you for the bird 
book. And I enjoyed the 
trip, too. What I liked 
best was the stream with 
the polliwags (sic) in it. 1 
saw a lot of ground squir¬ 
rels and the holes they live 
in. 1 learned a lot from 
seeing the animals in the 
nature center. Thank you 
for all you do to make 
Eaton Canyon such a nice 
place. I hope I can bring 
my dad here when he 
comes back from his 
trip.”

Classified positions cut 
to help balance budget 


In order to balance 
a budget based on the 
most conservative view 
of what to expect in 
funding, stated Mike 
Allison, Arcadia Board 
of Education president,

Council discusses curbs 
on sale of aerosol spray 


A resolution relating 
to storage and sale 
requirements of aerosol 
spray paint and dye 
containers was introduced 
at last week’s meeting 
of the Arcadia City 
Council. 

If passed after a future 
public hearing and 
discussion at the council 
meeting, it would be 
unlawful for anyone to 
sell an aerosol spray 
paint can to anyone under 
the age of 18 years of age

and secured or otherwise 
inaccessible to the public. 

In addition, it would 
be against the law for 
anyone under the age of 
18 to obtain or possess 
an aerosol spray paint 
can in a public place 
unless such juvenile is in 
the presence of his or her 
parent or guardian. 

The City Council will 
consider passage of the 
resolution as a means 
to curb the proliferation 
of graffiti in the San 
Gabriel Valley.
